NEW YORK, June 2. — “Dizzy” 
Dean, the Cardinals’ star pitcher, 
was suspended indefinitely today 
by President Ford Frick of the. 
National League for, refusing to 
sign a letter of apology written by 

Frick and forwarded to Dean. 
Frick stressed the point that the 
length of the suspension rested al- 
most entirely with Dizzy himself. 


“If Dean comes in tomorrow and 
apologizes to the league and its 
officers,” Frick said, “he will pave 
the way for the lifting of his sus- 
pension inside of 24 hours. Other- 
wise the suspension will be just 
what it says, indefinite.” 

A few days after the Giant-Car- 
dinal game in which a balk was 
called by Umpire George Barr be- 
cause Dean, it was alleged, violated 
the pause clause in the pitching 
rules, Dean spoke at a smoker in 
Belleville. His remarks are said to 
have included a_ statement that 
Frick and Barr were “crooks”, and 
a copy of a Belleville paper con- 
taining a report of his remarks was 
forwarded to the league president. 


Dean’s Explanation. 

“Frick sent me a letter demand- 
ing an apology and inclosing a let- 
ter of apology that he wanted me 
to sign,” Dean explained in the club- 
house in Brooklyn this afternoon. 
“IT refused to apologize, because I 
didn’t say the things he talked 
about. I did say that I considered 
the balk decision and the new balk 
rule the most unfair thing that 
ever happened in baseball, and I 
still say that, and I'll. stick to it. 
It has hurt me and it has hurt sev- 
eral other pitchers, to order us to 
stop doing something that we have 
been doing for-five years. 

“Frick told me to get in touch 
with him when I got to New York 
and I called his office last night, 
but I couldy’t reach him. I’m go- 
ing down to see him tomorrow 
morning, but I’m not apologizing 
for anything I didn’t say, and if I 
want to write any letters I'll write 
Frick don’t have to 
write ’em for me.” 

Frisch to See Frick. 

Manager Frisch, informed of the 
suspension just before the game, 
said he preferred not to discuss the 
matter until after a conference 
with Frick. 

“I do think this might have been 
held up until we had a chance to 
talk it over,” Frisch said. 

Ernie Quigley, appointed super- 
visor of umpires for the National 
League during the winter, and the 
man who is said to have caused 
Frick to issue the recent instruc- 
tions concerning the balk rule, car- 
ried the news of the suspension to 
the press box just before the game 
today. The letter said that “for 
conduct detrimental to the best in- 
terests of baseball, J. H. Dean this 
day had been suspended indefinite- 
_. 


Culmination of Series of Remarks 
and Actions,” Says Frick. 

“Dean’s suspension was the cul- 
mination of a series of remarks and 
actions which I consider detrimen- 
tal to the best interests of baseball,” 
said President Ford Frick of the 
National League, over the tele- 
phone, when questioned by the 
Post-Dispatch. ._“The climax was 
reached when on May 26, Dean was 
quoted as saying that Umpire Barr 
and Ford Frick were the ‘two big- 
gest crooks in baseball.’ 

“This was the finale of a series 
of popping-off by Dean which must 
certainly have created an unpleas- 
ant impression in the mind of the 
public and it has got to stop. 

“Dean has been suspended indef- 
initely but he can reinstate himself 
in 24 hours by apologizing to the 
National League and to baseball. I 
have arranged to meet him tomor- 
row at ll a. m. and at that time he 
will be given a chance-.to square 
himself. He must not only apol- 
ogize but promise to conduct him- 
self with propriety in the future. 

“Loath to Take Step.” 

“If Dean declines to apologize, he 
will remain out indefinitely. I am 
well aware that the Cardinal club 
will be hurt by Dean’s absence 
from the game and I am loath to 
take this step. It is necessary, how-

FOUR SENTENCED. 
IN KANSAS CITY 
VOTE FRAUD CASES 


Robert Strohm,. Precinct 
Captain, Gets 5 Years, 


Heaviest Penalty So Far. 


Imposed. 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mb., June 2. — 
Robert Strohm, a Democratic cap- 
tain in the seventh precinct of the 
Twelfth Ward, was sentenced to 


serve five years in Leavenworth 
Penitentiary today for vote fraud 
conspiracy. The sentence, imposed 
by United States District Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves, was the heaviest 
yet given in the series of vote fraud 
trials based on corruption in the 
last presidential election Nov. 3. 

Strohm was a defendant in the 
seventh trial. An eighth trial has 
been concluded. 

Sentenced with Strohm, all from 
the same precinct, were: 

Thomas Audley, Democratic 
side challenger—three years 
Leavenworth. 

Gene Riley, Democratic judge of 
election—two years in the United 
States Reformatory at El Reno, Ok. 

Mrs. Irene Ervin, Republican 
clerk of election—60 days in the 
Clay County jail, 

George Arnold, a Democratic 
judge, who pleaded guilty and tes- 
tified for the Government, was 
placed on probation for two years. 

Fines ranging from $100 to $500 
were imposed, also, but Judge 
Reeves ordered them set aside after 
the sentences are served. 


Unprosecuted After Crimes. 


In passing sentences, Judge 
Reeves assailed “those elected to 
protect the people from oppression” 
for not prosecuting “a perfect cata- 
logue of State crimes.” 

“Defense attorneys in the cases I 
have heard have admitted wholesale 
violations of State laws,” the Judge 
said, “but each maintained there 
had been no violation of Federal 
law. When I have instructed the 
juries time and time again I have 
set forth a perfect catalogue of 
State crimes. Yet the pathetic cry 
of an oppressed people has fallen on 
heedless and deaf ears. With all 
this catalogue of promiscuous, 
wholesale felonies, there has _ not 
been one indication that the voice 
of the people raised in protest has 
been heard. 

“Those who are elected to protect 
the people from oppression and 
prosecute violations have not acted. 
There has not been a move to pros- 
ecute. Not a word has been said 
in protest. They have done noth- 
ing.

FASCISTS SHORT 
OF AMMUNITION 


Surrender of Garrison Said 
to Be Imminent, With 
Town Proper and One- 
Time Royal Palace Al- 
ready Surrounded.

MADRID, June 2.—Government 
forces continued today to tighten 
their ring about La Granja, 33 
miles northwest of Madrid, despite 


heavy insurgent fire from behind 
sandbags and in the treetops. 

Under the green camouflage of 
oak leaves, Moorish soldiers held 
rebel machine gun and rifle posi- 
tions until the attackers finally 
shot them to the ground. 

With the town proper and the 
one-time royal residence there sur- 
rounded, Government troops were 
ordered not to try to break into 
La Granja until insurgents holding 
dominating machine gun positions 
within the siege lines had been 
mopped -up. 

The insurgent garrison was said 
to be running short of ammunition 
and capitulation was regarded as 
imminent. 

Government militiamen captured 
the first line of insurgent trenches 
at 


fighting. 

A Government column advanced 
along the Madrid-Segovia highway, 
west of La Granja, wiping out scat- 
tered insurgent nests in the drive 
toward Segovia, one of Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco’s most important 
bases. 


Rebels Drop Bombs on Abandoned 
Airport Near Madrid. 
By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, June 2.—Insurgent air- 
planes bombed the civil airport of 
Madrid at Barajas, five miles east 
of the capital, last night. Six 
bombs were dropped, but the air- 
port had been abandoned several 
months ago and there was little 
damage. 


Valencia Cabinet Drafts Protest te 
London Committee. 


VALENCIA, Spain, June 2.—At a 
special meeting, the Spanish Gov- 
ernment Cabinet last night drafted 
Spain’s protest to the London Non- 
intervention Committee on bom- 
bardment of the port of Almeria by 
German warships. 

The protest, which probably will 
be made public today, was expected 
to embody the Government’s con- 
tention that a “direct attack” by 
Germany is the culmination of an 
unadmitted but proved German and 
Italian invasion of Spain. 

Government quarters today ridi- 
culed a report from Salamanca, in- 
surgent headquarters, that Premier 
Juan Nefrin’s “win the war” cab- 
inet had resigned. “Absurd,” one 
source commented on the report 
that Julian Besteiro, Socialist lead- 
er, had been asked to form a cab- 
inet to succeed that organized by, 
Dr. Negrin on May 17. 

The Hispano-American Consular 
League, composed of Consuls of 
Latin American nations at Valen- 
cia, appealed yesterday for an end 
of bombing of open cities Juan B, 
Arriaga, Mexican Consul and presi- 
dent of the league, presented to 
Jose Giral Pereira, Minister of For- 
egn Affairs, a petition saying the 
group took action because of the 
suffering which resulted from the 
bombing of Valencia.

PROTECT PLANTS 


Chairman Girdler Says He 

‘Never Knew Factory 
Which Had No Guns— 
Only Guards Armed. 


21,000 OF 50,000 
MEN STAY AT WORK 


Food Taken Daily by Plane 
to Mill at Warren, O., 
and Barricade Is Built 
Across Spur. 


By the Associated Press. 
YOUNGSTOWN, O., June 2.—The 
Republic Steel Corporation, in an- 
nouncing it was going ahead with 
plans to produce steel in spite of 
the strike against it and two other 
companies in seven states, disclosed 
last night that arms and munitions 
were stored in its plants for pro- 


tection of “property and workmen.” 

C. M. White, Republic vice-presi- 
dent in charge of operations, said 
the corporation was shipping from 
7000 to 8000 tons of steel each day 
and added “it would be a tough 
job for any outside organizers to 
come between Republic and its 
men.” He said 21,081 of 50,071 Re- 
public employes still were working 
in face of heavy picket lines at 
units in Chicago, Buffalo, Canton, 
Warren and Niles, O. 

Food Landed by Plane. 

Tons of food, White said, were 
being landed at the Warren plant 
by plane daily despite reported snip- 
_ing of pilots. He added that com- 
pany officials were having great 
difficulty restraining some 2000 men 
in the mills from going out to clash 
‘with the picket lines. Floodlights 
were set up around the Warren 
property. A high fence barricade 
was built across a spur track lead- 
ing into the mill. Pickets paced 
outside, meanwhile, to enforce the 
demands for signed contracts. 

A news service photographer, 
making an air trip into the plant, 
was told the planes carried 500 
pounds of food each time and were 
making six or more trips a day. 

A wire to which a heavy spike 
had been tied was thrown over 
power lines leading into Repub- 
lic’s alloy division at Canton, caus- 
ing a partial power shutoff early 
today by* blowing out two trans- 
formers, police reported. The night 
before, telephone cables leading 
into the plant were cut. It is the 
only one of eight Republic units 
operating there. 

Tom Girdler, 60-year-old board 
chairman of Republic, receiving re- 
porters in Cleveland while steel 
pickets tramped the sidewalks 15 
floors below, said he had never 
known John L. Lewis, militant 
union leader, “except by sight.” 
“And I hope I never do,” he added. 

A suit filed in a Cleveland court 
by a Republic stockholder demand- 
ing an accounting for corporation 
funds spent for arms and ammuni- 
tion, prompted Girdler’s interview- 
ers to ask for an explanation. 

“T never knew a steel plant that 
didn’t have guns,” said Girdler. 

.“We have to protect our property 
and our workmen.” He explained 
that only the company guards, not 
the employes, were armed, and as- 
serted that many manufacturing 
plants had acquired arms for pro- 
tection purposes. . 
All Avenues Not Closed. 

Girdler indicated that every ave- 

nue of negotiation was not defi- 
nitely closed. 
’ Discussing Republic’s refusal to 
sign a collective bargaining agree- 
ment with the C I O Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee, acknowledg- 
ing the committee as spokesmen 
for all its members of Republic’s 
payroll, Girdler said: 

“The only contract we have been 
asked to sign is the same as the 
Carnegie-Illinois Steel agreement. 
Don’t ask me about any other kind 
of a contract. We will cross that 
bridge when we come to it.” 

Indicating complete unconcern 
over CIO union agreements signed 
by the big automobile manufac- 
turers, Girdler pointed out that the 
motor industry has had “55 strikes” 
since the contracts were signed. 

Insisting that it was up to civil 
authorities to provide protection for 
steel workers who wanted to go 
back to their jobs, the Republic 
chairman said: “We will open our 
plants when our men get protec- 
tion. We won’t ask them to wade 
through blood.” 

At Canton, O., where minor dis- 
turbances had resulted in injury 
to two men, Maj. Sam Cole of the 
Ohio National Guard was on duty 
as an impartial observer for Gov. 
Martin L. Davey. 

Tells Men to Stay at Work. 

Reports that efforts were being 
made to call an unauthorized strike 
in the Lowellville, O., plant of the 
Sharon Steel Corporation brought 
the concern’s workers this order 
from S W O C regional director, 
John Mayo: 

“If anybody. tries to stop you 
from keeping at work in that plant, 
take a club to them. No union 
man is doing this. Union men live 
up to their agreements.” 

The S W OC won exclusive bar- 
gaining rights in a National Labor 
Relations board election last week 
among Sharon Steel’s 2500 work- 
ers. 

Meanwhile, a “return to work” 
circular, signed by the “Independent 
Soctety of Workers,” appeared in

Sixth Death From South Chicago 
Riot; 948 Policemen on Duty. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, June 2.—A newly con- 
structed barbed wire fence was 
stretched today across the main en- 


trance of the Republic Steel Cor- 
poration’s South Chicago plant 
where six persons lost their lives 
in a riot Sunday. Almost 1000 po- 
licemen patrolled the miil in eight- 
hour shifts against further at- 
tempts to close the plant, lone ma- 
jor independent operating unit in 
the Calumet area of Illinois and 
Indiana. 

Six companies, totalling 948 of- 
ficers, were assigned to the area on 
reports that union men and sym- 
pathizers planned another demon- 
stration. At the same time plant 
workmen erected the barbed wire, 
closing the gap in the 10-foot. wood- 
en fence which surrounds the mill. 


Sixth Death From Riot. 


Deaths from Sunday’s clash be- 
tween demonstrators and police 
reached six last night when An- 
thony Tagliori, 26 years old, a Re- 
public striker, succumbed to a bul- 
let wound in the abdomen. Twenty- 
three of the more than 100 persons 
injured remained in hospitals, 

Police held 66 persons in custody 
as participants in the riot. Thirty- 
eight men and two women were ar- 
raigned today on charges of con- 
spiracy to commit an illegal act. 
Hearing was continued to June 23. 

Van A. Bittner, regional director 
of the steel workers’ organizing 
committee, sponsor of the strike, 
reaffirmed the union’s determina- 
tion to force Republic into a writ- 
ten contract guaranteeing the 
SWOC bargaining rights for its 
members. 

“We'll get those workers out of 
the plant without violence,” he said. 

The plant has been operating on 
a curtailed basis since the start of 
the strike a week ago. Frank A. 
Lauerman, Republic spokesman, 
contended nearly all the demonstra- 
tors in Sunday’s riot never had been 
Republic employes. 

Bittner declared he had ordered 
additional pickets on duty at Re- 
public’s plant and had assured po- 
lice he would put “an immediate 
stop” to any violence provoked by 
the marchers. Police Commissioner 
James P. Allman said the number 
of pickets might be increased but 
none would be permitted to have 
firearms, stones, tron pipes or oth- 
er weapons. 

The State’s Attorney’s office con- 
tinued an investigation to fix re- 
sponsibility for the rioting. The 
union plans a mass funeral service 
tomorrow for the riot victims. 

One Victim Not a Steel Worker. 

Coroner Frank Walsh opened an 
inquest yesterday in an effort to fix 
the responsibility for the deaths. 

Mrs. Joseph Rothmund, widow of 
one of the victims, testified her hus- 
band was a Communist. She stat- 
ed he was once a baker and had 
been @ WPA worker but had nev- 
er been employed by a steel firm. 
She had been told, she added, that 
he was a member of the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization. 

Previously, Capt. James L. Moo- 
ney, who supervised the force of of- 
ficers who dispersed the demonstra- 
tors in the fight, said he had in- 
formation that Communists fo- 
mented the disorder. 

The inquest was continued to 
June 15. 

Women paraded in front of the 
City Hall during the inquest. Some 
of them wore black and red |let- 
tered sandwich signs setting forth: 
“Mayor Kelly, five men were killed. 
Who gave the order?” 


Strike Charges Dismissed. 

FLINT, Mich., June 2.—Circuit 
Judge Paul V. Gadola dismissed to- 
day charges of inciting to riot pend- 
ing against Victor Ruether, United 
Automobile Workers of America or- 
ganizer, since an outbreak at Fish- 
er Body Plant No. 2 Jan. 11 during 
the General Motors strike.

added: 

“In face of the willingness of the 
Supreme Court to let obsolete 
precedent limit the exercise of its 
own reason, Congress may with 
propriety decline to let such de- 
cisions (as in the child labor case) 
stall legislative reason.” 

“Had not the legislators persisted 
in challenging the minimum wage 
cases, their inaction and acquies- 
cence would have prevented the 
court from amending its doctrine,” 
he said. 

“Distinctly Not an N R A.” 

Jackson said the administra- 
tion’s bill was “distinctly not an N 
R A or anything like an N R A.” 

When he finished his prepared 
statement, Representative. Keller 
(Dem.), Illinois, suggested there 
might be written into the bill a 
flat minimum wage, to obtain until 
the administrative board had fixed 
minimums for each section and in- 
dustry. 

Jackson agreed it would “take 
some time” to fix the various mini- 
mums, but said he believed the pro- 
vision suggested by Keller would 
endanger constitutionality of the 
bill. 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, asked whether the proposal 
did not conflict with the National 
Labor Relations Act. He suggested 
a wage might be agreed on through 
collective bargaining under the 
Wagner Act that was lower than 
the minimum set under the pro- 
posed law. 

Jackson said he couldn’t conceive 
of such a situation, but explained 
the wage and hour board could dis- 
regard such an agreement if it 
found it was below fair standards. 

No Parallel in Workings. 

The N RA question was brought 
up by Senator Holt (Dem.), West 
Virginia, who asked if the bill 
didn’t “de in a mandatory way 
what the N R A tried to do ina 
voluntary way.” 

“I suppose we have tried to reach 
some of the same objectives as 
N R A but I don’t see any parallel 
in the workings,” Jackson replied. 
He was aware, he added, that the 
bill was “popularly called a new 
Nn BR A.” 

Chairman Black interposed “You 
mean it’s called a new N R A by 
those who don’t want regulation of 
hours and wages.” | 

Black said he had voted against 
N R A but had introduced the 
pending bill in the Senate. He 
pointed out that it would “give the 
Government the right to control 
labor practices and would not dele- 
gate it to any group of employers 
as the N RA did.” 

Chairman Connery (Dem.), Mas- 
sachusetts, of the House Commit- 
tee, added: “Also, there is no pro- 
vision whereby employers’ can 
make wages and hours’ without 
their employes having anything to 
Say about it.” 

Jackson advised the committee 
that long established precedents 
were the basis for the bill. 

On questioning by Senator Borah 
(Rep.) Idaho, Jackson said under 
the bill the labor standards board 


could establish minimum wage lev- 
els varying from city to city. The 
differential, he said, would come 
about through studies of differ- 
ences in living costs, which would 
make it possible to determine what 
would constitute “fair return for 
services” in a particular locality. 

Some doubt was expressed wheth- 
er railway labor would be affected 
by the act. Jackson mentioned the 
possibiilty of inserting a clause ex- 
cluding railway workers.

DETROIT, June 2.—A subpena 
was issued today for Edsel Ford, 
president of the Ford Motor Co., as 
a one-man grand jury began an in- 
vestigation of last week’s attack on 
members of the United Automo- 
bile Workers of America who tried 
to distribute union literature at the 
gate of the Ford Rouge plant. 

Duncan C. McCrea, Wayne Coun- 
ty Prosecutor, said process servers 
who called at the Ford company 
offices, were unable to find either 
Ford or Harry H. Bennett, person- 
nel director. 

Six witnesses appeared today be- 
fore Common Pleas Judge Ralph 
W. Liddy, conducting the grand 
jury inquiry on the petition of Mc- 
Crea. They included Mayor John 
L. Carey and Police Chief Carl A. 
Brooks of suburban Dearborn. 

Employes Also Called. 

Others were James Brady, mem- 
ber of the Ford service department 
which polices the Rouge plant 
where 18 union men were beaten 
and kicked,- in Dearborn; Oscar 
Jones, 23-year-old Ford employe 
and former lightweight boxer; Wil- 
fred F. Comment and Burt 8S. Scal- 
len, Ford employes. 

Three men and three women who 
were members of the union group 
that attempted to distribute litera- 
ture as part of the drive to union- 
ize Ford workers, awaited a chance 
to testify. Several reporters also 
were subpenaed. 

McCrea and William E. Dowling, 
his assistant, participated in the 
questioning of the witnesses before 
Judge Liddy. 

Louis Colombo, attorney for the 
Ford company, called at McCrea’s 
office today to present the compa- 
ny’s side of the disturbance. Mc- 
Crea said he told Colombo he was 
“too late” and that the company’s 
case could be presented before the 
grand jury. 

The Wayne County Prosecutor 
announced the grand jury investi- 
gation late yesterday with the pass- 
ing of the deadline he had set for 
Mayor Carey and Bennett to pro- 
duce the assailants. 

The union called a meeting to- 
day of its committee directing the 
campaign for organizing the 89,300 
workers at the mammoth Rouge 
plant to lay plans for another at- 
tempt to distribute the leaflets. 

Union Granted Permit. 

The plant is situated in Dearborn, 
on the western edge of Detroit, and 
the City Council has granted the 
UAW&A permission to distribute 
literature there for one year. It 
must be submitted to the city clerk 
for approval before it is circulated. 

A mass meeting to be held Satur- 
day afternoon was advertised by 
a union organizer who flew over the 
plant yesterday afternoon in an air- 
plane equipped with a loud speak- 
er. Homer Martin, U AWA Inter- 
national President, will address the 
meeting, which will be held in 
Baby Creek Park, within sight of 
the Ford plant. Martin planned to 
confer in Washington today with 
John L. Lewis, head of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
of which the UA WA is a member.

AND POLICE FIGHT 


Free-for-All Develops at Lit- 
tle Falls, N. J., When 
Strikers Try to Stop 
Workers Going in Plant.

LITTLE FALLS, N. J., June 2.— 
Fifteen persons were injured today 


in an hour’s clash between police 
and several hundred pickets at the 
Little Falls Laundry Co., the pick- 
ets finally falling back before suc- 
cessive waves of tear gas and po- 
lice. 

The pickets had attempted _ to 
prevent workers from entering the 
plant which closed twice recently 
because of a strike. 

Three women, cut when a stone 
smashed the windshield of their car, 
were taken to Paterson General 
Hospital, and the laundry company 
said a dozen girls were treated for 
injuries in the plant hospital, 

Appeal for State Police. 

After the pickets, more than 1000, 
had dispersed, the plant president, 
Nicholas Vander May, asked Sher- 
iff Gavin to appeal to Gov. Har- 
old G. Hoffman to send either the 
State militia or State police to the 
scene to augment the guard of 75 
constables, local police and Sher- 
iff’s deputies, who engaged in to- 
day’s disorder. 

Mayor James B. Young made 
such a request today, 
Gov. Hoffman for a “sufficient 
force of State police to prevent a 
repetition of this morning’s rioting. 

The laundry company reopened 
its plant last Friday after a week’s 
suspension of business. Officers 
said only 200 of its 750 employes 
struck, 

Free-for-All Fighting. 

The disorder today began as non- 
striking employes were on their 
way to work. Free-for-all fighting 
broke out in front of the plant. 
Stones were hurled at automobiles 
and their drivers forced out., A 
dozen windows in the plant were 
broken. 

Sheriff Gavin said the _ trouble 
began when a_ representative of 
the dyers’ local of the Federation 
of Silk and Rayon Printers of 
America, lay down in the path of 
an automobile taking employes to 
work. 

Charles Vigorito of Paterson, 
president of the local, declared, 
however, the trouble started when 
a car knocked down a picket and 
“loyal” workers threw milk bottles 
from the plant roof.

Britain, France Agree on Plan 
To Settle German-Spanish Issue 


‘It Is Proposed to Keep Neutrality Commit- 


tee’s Patrol Ships Out of War 
Zone Waters. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, June 2.—A Foreign Of- 


fice spokesman announced tonight 
an English-French agreement on a 
two-point program to solve the 
neutrality crisis over the Spanish 
Government’s aerial] bombing of the 
German battleship Deutschland and 
the Germans’ retaliatory shelling of 


Almeria. 

Great Britain and France have 
agreed, he said, that: 

Warships in the neutrality com- 
mittee’s non-intervention patrol re- 
main outside of Spanish waters. 

The patrol fleets be unified. 

Whether the unification of the 
fleets would bring them under the 
command of one officer, the spokes- 
man said, is a technical question 
which will have to be settled. 

The original program for naval 
safety zones to guarantee freedom 
from attack of neutral vessels in 
Spanish waters has been dropped 
because of the difficulty of making 
such a plan effective. 

Until a full agreement has been 
reached and the four-power patrol 
is resumed, the spokesman said, “it 
may be considered that France and 
Great Britain already are extend- 
ing their patrols as a provisional 
measure.” 

Anthony Eden, British Foreign 
Secretary, will present the plan to 
Germany and Italy, it was. said 
here, and the British admiralty 


Italy Sets Up Blockade of Spanish 
Government Ports. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 2.—Italian warships 
established a virtual blockade of 
Eastern Spain today’ in an attempt 
to prevent Russian vessels from 
carrying war supplies to the Ma- 
drid-Valencia Government. 

A reinforced German battle fleet 
was understood to be on station co- 
operating with the Italian men-of- 
war. 

Italian political circles considered 
the sudden decision of Premier 
Mussolini as, in effect, a clamping 
down of the ineffectual blockade 
which Insurgent Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco had attempted to 
establish on the Mediterranean 
coast of Spain. 

The ports, including the impor- 
tant centers of Valencia itself and 
Barcelona, blockaded by the war- 
ships of Itally and Germany are 
the same ones which they were as- 
signed to patrol as part of the inter- 
national non-intervention commit- 
tee’s effort to end the flow of arms 
to both sides in the civil war.

Italy, he declared, is adopting a 
policy of hopeful waiting without 
thought of intervention. 

The official conceded that the de- 
cision of Premier Mussolini to es- 
tablish a virtual blockade of Spain 
independent of the neutrality com- 
mittee, threatening force if neces- 
sary, might be a source of danger, 
but he expressed belief that there 
would be no violation of internation- 
al law, because, he said, Italy is de- 
termined to do allin its power to 
prevent the crisfs from growing 
more acute. 

Protection Demanded. 

Italy and Germany both resumed 
freedom of action Monday by with- 
drawing from the London commit- 
tee and demanding full guarantees 
that their patrol ships would not 
be attacked again by Spanish Gov- 
ernment warplanes. 

Six officers aboard the Italian 
auxiliary ship Barletta were killed 
in a bombing and 26 German sailors 
died Saturday when the German 
cruiser Deutschland was attacked 
by bombing planes in the Balearic 
Isles off Ibiza. In retaliation, a 
German squadron shelled the Span- 
ish port of Almeria, killing 30 per- 
sons. Simultaneously, Germany and 
Italy stepped out of the internation- 
al committee, 

In addition to making effective 
the blockade declared by Gen. 
Franco, the closing of the door to 
Valencia wag expected to exert 
strong pressure on the international 
committee to grant the protection 
demands. 

Mussolini Returns to Rome.

At the 
time of his arrest he was wanted 
in Bufaula, Ok., and Fort Smith, 
Ark., on theft charges. Last April 
Osborne and two other prisoners 
escaped from the Eufaula jail.

JELLYROLU' HOGAN 
DEFENDS HIS CLERK 


Legislator Says He Told Aid 
to Stay in St. Louis Un- 
til Needed.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 2.— 
State Representative Edward J. 
(Jellyroll) Hogan Jr. of St. Louis 
today defended Thomas King, his 
clerk on the legislativé payroll, for 


his absence from Jefferson City, ex- 
plaining that he had instructed 
King to remain in St. Louis until 
he was needed. 

An affidavit that Thomas King, 
1811 Allen avenue, St. Louis, had 
been employed for more than three 
years by the Hyde Park Breweries 
Association, Inc., has been obtained 
by Attorney-General Roy McKit- 
trick and turned over to Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Carl F. Wymore of 
Cole County. However, Wymore 
said he had no evidence that the 
brewery worker and Hogan’s clerk 
were the same individual. 

Hogan pointed out that many 
clerks now were absent from Jef- 
ferson City, since the clerical work 
was not heavy at this time. King, 
he said, was assigned te him and 
Representative Edward M. Brady 
of St. Louis and they now had no 
need of his services, although he 
had been called from St. Louis in 
the past to assist with their corre- 
spondence. 

Hogan said he saw no impropri- 
ety in King’s clerkship since he was 
on no other public payroll. After 
accompanying King to the Audi- 
tor’s and Treasurer’s offices yester- 
day to obtain and cash an $80 
payroll warrant, Hogan told King 
to return to St. Louis. King gave 
hig address, required yesterday for 
the first time, as 3035 Cass avenue. 
That also is Hogan’s address.

Measure Backed by Director Palm- 
er Is Approved by House 
and Senate.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., June 2.—Ap- 
proved by both House and Senate, 
Director Ernest Palmer’s insurance 
code was sent to Gov. Horner to-

Impressions of Ride 


In High Speed Army Tank 


Capable of 65 Miles an Hour, New Machines 
Subject Occupants to Ear- Splitting 
Noises and Bruising Jolts at 35. 


The new infantry tanks, six of 
which were delivered at Jefferson 
Barracks yesterday, can go 65 miles 
an hour, compared with the old 
ones’ top speed of eight, but riding 
in them is still like being astride 
a bucking broncho in an overheat- 
ed boiler factory. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter took a 
ride in one yesterday after it was 
driven out of a freight car at the 
barracks. Climbing down through 
the manhole of one of the two tur- 
rets, he took a seat at the forward 
machine-gun position beside the 
driver, a perspiring blond soldier in 
blue denim. Both put on the old 
square leather helmets used in the 
World War tanks, and the driver 
stepped on the starter. 

The steel-encased cab was filled 
with an unearthly clanging and 
roaring, as the seven-cylinder, 250- 
horsepower, radial airplane-type 
motor in the rear began turning. 
The driver and reporter, a foot 
away from each other, had to shout 
to converse above the din. With a 
sound like that of a sledge-ham- 

er beating on the sides, the driver 
shifted into the first of the five for- 
ward speeds. Steered by two hand 
levers, one for each tread, the ma- 
chine jerked forward. The driver 
shifted to second at four miles an 
hour and to third at 14. The tank 
crawled through a narrow passage- 
way beside a building, directly for 
a parked automobile. About a yard 
from it, the driver grunted, jammed 
back the two levers, which are also 
brakes, and spun the tank to one 
side. 

35 Miles an Hour. 

Turning corners on the winding 
barracks drives was simple after 
that. All that was necessary was 
to plunge right up to a sharp turn, 
then spin. When a straightaway 
was reached, the machine rolled 
along nicely at about 35 miles an 
hour in top speed without too much 
jolting. 

The air vents in the front were 
open, but with the heat of the 
engine and the sun beating down 
on the steel from overhead, it was 
as hot inside as in a closed closet 
on a July day. 

At the horse and mule corral, the 
tank slipped in, pushing aside the 
half-open gate, and headed for the 


rough terrain at top speed for such 
going, 23 miles an hour in fourth 


| gear. The tank began to buck and 


plunge. Up a steep incline with 
only the sky showing through the 
vents, then a bumping drop into 
a guilley. Straight for a tree stump, 
then a jerk to one side, as clay 
sprayed through the air vents, be- 
griming the passengers’ faces. A 
brief moment of balance on Bans 
edge of the bank, as the sweating 
driver pulled hard on the brakes— 
then a plunge. Right into a herd of 
mules and then a spin as they 
reared and wheeled in fright, 


The forward machine’ gunner’s 
and driver’s seat were cushioned 
with springs, and there were 
sponge rubber padding overhead 
but the passengers had to grip the 
sides and brace their feet. The 
helmet was well pounded down on 
the skull after the first few jolts. 
Standing in the commander’s tur- 


ret, from where a 50-caliber anti- | 


tahk machine gun is to be mounted, 
the going was worse. There was 
no padding there to speak of, and it 
was bristling with bruising bolts, 
handles and steel edges. 

Crash Helmets to Be Used. 

Soldiers haye had their backs 
skinned and have been knocked 
dizzy with blows on the head in 
these turrets in practice at Fort 
Knox, Ky. Crash helmets of the 
type worn by midget racing car 
drivers will be used in the tanks 
at the Barracks as soon as they 
can be procured, 

The trip ended after a half-hour 
when a tread was jerked off in a 
quick spin at 20 miles an hour on 
top of a six-foot embankment. It 
required two hours to put it back 
on, 


The tanks, the first issued to the 
United States infantry since the 


World War, closely follow the de- 
sign of the new cavalry combat 
cars, except that they have two tur- 
rets instead of one. They cost $30,- 
000 apiece, and mount three ma- 
ching guns—one of .30 caliber, 
which cannot be swerved and 
fired from the hip by the man next 


.0 caliber and another of .30 cali- 
ber in the two revolving turrets. 
The guns fire at the rate of 600 
shots per minute. There are hand- 
grenade racks beside the two tur- 
rets. The tanks are manned by a 
crew of four, including the driver, 
the commander, the forward ma- 
chine gunner who acts as relief 
driver, and the other turret man, 
who also operates a two-way radio 
set. 

The hard rubber treads last about 
six months, then may be reversed. 
The armor plate is % of an inch 


| thick about the turrets and % else- 


where. The machines average two 
or three miles to a gallon of gaso- 
line, and carry a supply of 50 gal- 
lons, The tanks weigh nine tons, 
are 13 feet long, 7 feet 8 inches wide 
and 7% feet high. They have si- 
rens, stoplights, high-powered spot- 
lights. 

Manufactured at the Rock Island 
(Ill.) arsenal, they have been as- 
signed to the Second Platoon, 
Sixth Tank Co., to replace eight 
tanks of the World War type, which 
have been obsolete for two years.

Aviators to Continue Jour- 
ney to Paramaribo, Dutch 
Guiana, After Overnight 
Stop. 


By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Fla., June 2.—Pan 
American Airways reported that 
Amelia Earhart landed at Caripito, 
Venezuela, at 10:18 a. m. today after 
a 650-mile flight across the Carrib- 
bean Seat from San Juan, Puerto 


Rico. 

Owing to the fact that the air 
field at Paramaribo, Dutch Guiana, 
the next landing point, is in the 
jungle outside the town and it 
might be impossible to arrive be- 
fore dusk, it was considered inad- 
visable for Miss Earhart and her 
navigator, Capt. Fred Noonan, to 
continue until tomorrow. The dis- 
tance from Caripito to Paramaribo 
is about 750 miles. 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, June 2. 
Amelia Earhart hopped off at 6:50 
a m. in her twin-motored mono- 
plane on the second leg of her pro- 
jected flight around the world to- 
day, heading southward for Para- 
maribo, Dutch Guiana, 1000 miles 
away. 

Owing to the shortness of the 
Pan American runway, Miss Ear- 
hart could not take off with a 
full load of fuel. It was expected 
she would refuel at Caripito, Vene- 
zula if she should find she can not 
reach Paramaribo in one jump. 

The aviatrix, accompanied by her 
navigator, Capt. Fred Noonan, 
landed here yesterday at the end 
of an uneventful 1033-mile hop 
from Miami. She made the flight 
in seven hours, 33 minutes. 

“Hello, Clara,” were her first 
words here, addressed to an old 
friend, Clara Livingstone, formerly 
of Jamestown, N. Y., who was 
among those gathered to greet her. 

Miss Earhart and Noonan mo- 
tored out to Miss Livingstone's 
country home to spend the night 
after declining an invitation from 
Gov. Menendez Ramos to be guests 
at his official residence. 

From Paramaribo she plans to 
go to Natal, Brazil. From Natal, 
her schedule calls for a hop across 
the South Atlantic to Dakar, Afri- 
ca, and thence around the world 
sticking as close to the Equator 
as she can. Stops were planned at 
Aden, on the Persian gulf, Karachi, 
India, and Port Darwin, Austra- 
lia. The route then would carry 
her to Lae, New Guinea and across 
the Pacific by way of Howland 
Island, Honolulu and Oakland, Cal., 
to end the 28,000-mile journey. 

She carries emergency food pro- 
visions, a rubber: lifeboat and life 
preservers.

Ellis testified that in 1925 he 
turned over $10,000 of his fee to the 
late Percy B. Coffin, once chairman 
of the Tax Commission and later 
director of the Small fund. 

On cross-examination, Malone’s 
attorney, Charles Rathbun, asked 
Ellis: “What was your idea in mak- 
ing these donations?” 

“Well, I was making good money. 
I gave to State and local cam- 
paigns. I was in politics. And when 
I'd go to a public office I'd get 
waited on sooner.” 

George A. Kelly, a vice-president 
of the company, testified that $15,- 
000 was the customary fee for rep- 
resentation at the commission hear- 
ings on the company’s capital stock 
assessments. 

Kelly identified various exhibits. 
Letters showed that the company’s 
stock assessment was reduced from 
$7,750,000 in 1929 to $4,250,000 in 
1930. Two years later another cut 
of $500,000 was made. 

Attorney Frank Tuttle repre- 
sented the company before the com- 
mission from 1927 through 1930, 
Kelly testified, and received a $15,- 
000 fee each time. 

Malone headed the tax commis- 
sion from 1924 to 1931 and at one 
time was a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor. 
The Government charges that, al- 
though his net worth increased by 
$222,624 in 1929, his income tax re- 
turn showed net income of only 
$6228 on which he paid tax of $5.28.

The Illinois-Iowa Power Co. yes- 
terday announced a reduction in 
electric rates for both domestic and 
commercial users in 10 East Side 
towns. It was the eighth reduction 
in the last seven years, according to 
E. G. Schmitt, division manager at 
Granite City. 

The towns affected are Granite|. 
City, Venice, Madison, Nameoki, 
Brooklyn, National City, Edwards- 
ville, Woodriver, East Alton and 
Roxana. The rural rate for users 
living in between these towns was 
not changed. 

The reduction in the rates is as 
follows: For domestic users the 
first 15 kilowatt hours now cost 75 
cents and the next 40 kilowatt hours 
4.9 cents apiece. Formerly the first 
14 hours cost 75 cents and the next 
41 cost 5.2 cents each. The rate for 
all hours over this—2.6 cents for the 
next 145 and 2 cents for all over 
200—remains unchanged. 

For commercial users the first 30 
hours now cost 4.9 cents each and 
the next 50 are 3.8 cents each. For- 
merly they cost 5.2 cents and 4.1 
cents each, respectively. Here, too, 


the rate for hours over this—2.6 
cents each for the next 100 and 1.6 
cents each for all over 180—re- 
mains unchanged.

Previously 36 names had been 
listed as starters, 31 by exemption 
for finishing among the low 30 an 
ties at Baltusrol last year and eight 
in sectional tests at Los Angeles 
and Tacoma, May 17. Another ex- 
empt player, Dick Metz, was forced 
to withdraw because of injuries in 
an automobile accident and a six- 
teenth qualifying place was grant- 
ed to the Chicago district. 

Snead, heading five aspirants for 
places on the Ryder Cup team yes- 
terday, carded a sensational round 
of 65 after an opening 71, while 
Harrison shot 69-67 to share the 
qualifying lead.

[British Premier Withdraws Tax 


Proposal and Will Offer Another 


Concedes Profit Levy Caused Alarm and De- 
clares New Bill Will Raise More Money 
in Better Way. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 2.—Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain yesterday 
withdrew from the finance bill the 
bitterly-assailed “prosperity profits 
tax” proposed by him as Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 

“I can get. a larger amount and 
in a better way,” he declared in an- 
nouncing his original proposal 
would be replaced by a simpler tax 
on profits. 

The original tax, designed as a 
contribution to the cost of national 
defense, had been attacked as un- 
just, extremely complicated and a 
damper on enterprise. 

Chamberlain, explaining the with- 
drawal, conceded there had been 
much alarm in the country over 
the proposal and declared: “My 
record does not include pig-headed 
obstinacy.” 

To Be Based on Industrial Profits. 

He did not supply details of the 
projected simpler substitute except 
to say it would not involve increases 
either in income taxes or indirect 
taxation, but would be based on the 
profits of industry. 

Members of the House speculated 
whether the Prime Minister had 
lost prestige by withdrawing a 
measure he had defended _ re- 
peatedly as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the House and in out- 
side speeches. 

The Prime Minister, however, ex- 
plained: “It seems to me I should 
not only be something less than 
prudent—I should be stupid—if I 


were to persist in a particular meas- 
ure of getting what I want which 
already is not going to get me what 
I want, if I can get it in a simpler 
method and if I can get it in a 
larger amount and in a better way.” 

The finance bill, minus the article 
dealing with the tax on growth of 
profits, passed the second reading 
by 340 votes to 149 after a labor 
amendment was defeated. 

Reference to Debt to U. S. 

Earlier in the debate, Chamber- 
lain drew laughs from the opposi- 
tion benches when he declared “it 
is not true to say that we have 
repudiated the American (war) 
debt.” 

His budget message as Chancellor 
of the Exchequer was assailed for 
ignoring the British debt to the 
United States on which payments 
have ceased and on which an in- 
stallment is due June 15. 

“When the opposition speaks of 
the American debt,” he declared, 
“they never speak of the debts and 
reparations owed us. Yesterday 
they had not heard of the Russian 
debt. The unfunded Russian debt 
to this country is £1,377,654,000 
($6,888,270,000.)” 

He asserted the British Govern- 
ment, when labor was in power, 
received more from debts and 
reparations than it paid to the 
United States while the succeeding 
national coalition government “paid 
£3,250,000 ($16,250,000) to the United 
States, but they have received only 
£800,000 ($4,000,000 in war débts and 
reparations.”

Prime Minister Thomas D. Pattullo 
Re-elected With 25 Out of 
48 in Legislature. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., June 2 
(Canadian Press.)—Prime Minister 
Thomas D. Pattullo and the Liberal 
party returned to power today for 
another five years with the assur- 


ance of at least 25 of the 48 seats 
in the British Columbia Legisla- 
ture. Voters yesterday swept Pat- 
tullo and three of his ministers into 
office along with 21 other members 
of the party. Other Liberal party 
candidates were leading in six rid- 
ings. 

The Liberal party turned back 
the challenge of a reorganized Con- 
servative party, a Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation contin- 
gent of 45 candidates, Social Credit 
force of 18 and a group of 14 Con- 
structives.

REGISTRATION BILL 
POLITICIANS WANT, 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Vote 80 to 27—Measure, 
Which Does Not Require 
Voters’ Signature Goes to 
Gov. Stark.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 2.—The 
politicians’ permanent registration 
bill for St. Louis was passed by the 
House today by a vote of 80 to 27, 
after the House approved 12 Sen- 
ate amendments. The bill now goes 
to Gov. Stark, who has repeatedly 
declared in favor of strong perma- 

nent registration systems. 

The Governor has said he thought 
permanent registration would in- 
sure honest elections, but that he 


would not sign any bill which weak- 
ens the present election laws. 
Shortly after, the House passed 
Boss Tom Pendergast’s Kansas 
City permanent registration bill by 
a vote of 97 to 29 and sent the 
measure to the Governor also. 
The bill is a substitute for the 
original registration proposal in- 
troduced by the Kansas City Dem- 
ocratic organization, and is consid- 
ered to be a much stronger Dill 
than the first. 
Signature Requirement Out. 


vital signature requirement, which 
unbiased authorities consider to be 
the most essential provision of a 
strong, workable permanent regis- 
tration plan. Under this provision, 
which is used in St. Louis County 
and many of the larger cities in the 
country, voters would be required 
to sign their names, for comparison 
purposes, before being permitted to 
cast a ballot. 

The vote on the bill was virtually 
along party lines, most of the Re- 
publican members opposing its en- 
actment. Three Democratic mem- 
bers, however, voted against’ the 
measure—Representatives Iffrig of 
St. Charles County, Weakley. of 
Pike County and Walker of Living- 
ston County.

Representative Maurice Schech- 
ter of St. Louis, who had called up 
the bill for passage, replied that 
under the new law, there would be 
less chance for registration frauds 
and that it would save the city ap- 
proximately $100,000 a year. 

“If the signature clause is so de- 
sirable,” he said, “why can’t the 
law be amended to put it in at the 
next session of the Legislature?” 

Census Method Eliminated. 

The St. Louis measure also elimi- 
nates the census method of check- 
ing the registration and retains the 
present canvass system. Under the 
former the Election Board would 
have made a census every two years 
of all persons in the city 19 years 
old or over for the purpose of 
checking the registration lists. Un- 
der the bill the regular canvass will 
be made at certain periods before 
elections. 

Briefly, the St. Louis bill pro- 
vides for the year-round registra- 
tion of voters at the office of the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
or other place designated by the 
board and the registration will be 
permanent as long as the voter re- 
sides at the same address. Transfer 
of registration, however, may be 
obtained on written request to the 
board. 

The bill also provides that voters 
who fail to vote at least once for 
four years will be stricken from the 
registration records after due noti- 
fication. Such persons may re- 
register later by presenting  evi- 
dence to the board that they are 
qualified to vote. The measure also 
establishes a triplicate card index 
system of records to replace the 
present registration books. 

The election machinery under the 
bill is virtually the same as under 
the existing laws.

JUSTICE VAN DEVANTER 
RETIRES 10 HIS FARM 


Colleagues on Supreme Court 
in Letter Commend His 


26 Years’ Service, 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Justice 
Willis Van Devanter exchanged to- 
day his 26-year career as a member 
of the Supreme Court for that of 
a gentleman-farmer. 

Chief Justice Hughes and his as- 
'sociates signed a letter of farewell 
'to which the 78-year-old Justice re- 
| plied. The Justices wrote Van De- 
| vanter: 
| “Your decision to avail yourself 
of the rights and privileges speci- 
fied in the recent retirement act 
gives us a poignant sense of re- 
gret at the loss of the close asso- 
ciation it has been our privilege to 
enjoy for so many years. Your 
temperament and industry, your 
exact knowledge of precedents and 
practice, and your precision of 
statement have enabled you to ren- 
der an invaluable service in our 
conferences, and your labors have 
entered into the very warp and 
woof of the jurisprudence of the 
court. You will carry into your re- 
tirement the assurance of our high 
esteem and warm affections and 
we trust that you will have many 
years of continued vigor. We shall 
greatly miss your wise counsel and 
delightful companionship.” 

gustice Van Devanter replied: 

“My dear Brethren: 

“I am grateful for your generous 
words of esteem and affection. In- 
timate association with you in the 
work of the court has been to me 
both enjoyable and inspiring; and 
I shall carry into by retirement 
happy memories of that association 
together with profound respect and 
true affection for each and all of 
you.” 

The Justice attended his final ses- 
sion of the court yesterday, when 
the tribunal adjourned until next 
October. His retirement marks the 
first change in its membership 
since Benjamin N. Cardozo was ap- 
pointed a Justice in 1932 to suc- 
ceed 91-year-old Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. 

Van Devanter intends to spend 
most of his time at his 788-acre 
Maryland farm, acquired more than 
a year ago. Later cn in the sum- 
mer, he expects to visit the Seigni- 
ory Club, a gathering place for 
sportsmen in Canada. Despite his 
age, he is fond of golf, hunting and 
fishing. 

President Roosevelt has given no 
indication of his intentions in se- 
lecting a successor.

What Has Been Gained by Strikes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
died ARRIET” asks some questions in 

regard to the Emerson strike, and 
wants to be shown what the strikers 
gained. > 

Perhaps the gain may come to the chil- 
dren of these brave union people. When 
the trade unions were first formed in the 
"70s and ‘80s and ’90s, men worked 12, 14 
and 16 hours per day. It was considered 
a great victory when the unions estab- 
lished the 10-hour day in the ‘80s. In 
the N RA parade of 1933, I saw a paint- 
ers’ union’s costly banner which read, 
“Eight Hours.” This banner was made 
in 1887, and the words on it expressed 
the painters’ goal. 

At 12 years of age, I became a cash 
boy in a large department store at Sev- 
enth and Franklin. The hours were from 
8 a. m. to 9 p. m.; Saturdays, 8 to 12; all 
for $2 per week, and we were fined about 
$1 per week for such things as not hav- 
ing our shoes shined, not answering calls 
promptly, etc. Sundays, we worked from 
8 a. m, to 12 noon and received 10 cents. 

When I was a young man, teamsters 
had to board with the boss, sleep in the 
hayloft and work from 5 a. m. to 7 or 9 
at night; Sundays, they greased the har- 
ness, washed and greased the wagons, 
cleaned the stable and hauled the week’s 
accumulation of manure to the dump boat 
on the river. Their salary was $5 per 
week and “board.” The strikes those poor 
teamsters had from the start of this cen- 
tury sometimes lasted six or more 
months. In the carriage drivers’ strike, 
it was nine years. Their gains were like 
the Emerson “gains.” But how they bet- 
tered the world for the truck drivers of 
today! Mind you, before the union war, 
carriage drivers received 50 cents for an 
afternoon trip—it took a half-day for 
carriage funerals in those days. 

The spirit of a real union man says: If 
I don’t gain, someone else will, perhaps 
my child. In the '90s, union men were 
considered greedy anarchists when they 
were striving for the Saturday half-holi- 
day. They struck for it, fought for it 
and suffered much to gain it. All the 
office workers and others who have no 
unions gained by that for which we paid 
dearly. As workers today benefit by the 
struggles of earlier years, so will the 
workers of 1950 gain by the struggles of 
the Emerson men and women.

RACTICALLY none of our social 
service organizations could function

In Defense of the Street Car. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ITH the coming of summer, it seems 
that the general tendency of the 
editors of St. Louis newspapers is to in- 
crease their attack on street-railway op- 
eration in this city. The reason is obvious. 

The street cars have lost more than half 

of what the busses gained last year. 

Hence, the only thing to do to remedy 

the whole situation is to junk the entire 

trolley system for the nice new shiny 
motor coaches. But wait! 

It is true, the St. Louis street cars 
have deteriorated to mere tubs. Can we 
criticise the whole scheme of operation by 
this? I do not believe so. The whole 
trouble is this: bus operation has been 
encouraged, improved and extended, all 
of which is quite all right, but, in the 
meantime, the street cars have been al- 
lowed to become antiquated beyond rea- 
son. There is no excuse for this. In 
making a study, I have found that In- 
dianapolis, Washington, Brooklyn and 
other cities have all improved their trol- 
ley systems, as well as their busses. 

St. Louis does not know what a mod- 
ern street car is like, nor does it know 
what complete motorization would mean. 
In the first place, it is 10 to 1 that Chi- 
cago would receive the largest order for 
gasoline busses. What good would that 
do us? Second, how on earth could 
busses travel efficiently .in unpaved 
neighborhoods through which the street 
cars can pass? Third, what about the 
winter, with its icy streets filled with 
skidding, bulky busses? — 

I do not advocate any such foolish idea 
as bus elimination. However I do be- 
lieve that bus and street car transporta- 
tion, after being modernized, belong in a 
city of over 800,000, that each has its 
part to play, and that a modern trolley 
is not an anachronism in the modern 
city. STUDENT. 
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THE NAZI-SPANISH CRISIS. 
What could readily be, without the most careful 
handling, the long-dreaded spark that transforms the 
Spanish war into a general European conflict has 
been set off by the loyalists’ and the Nazis’ use of 
armed force against each other. Fortunately, while 


Powers are keeping their heads. 

The loyalist flyers’ bombing of the Nazi warship 
Deutschland, in which 25 German sailors were killed, 
was a reckless action. In the circumstances, how- 
ever, it is understandable. 

Valencia insists that the German ship opened fire 
on the planes; Berlin denies this. Waiving this dis- 
puted point, there remain other serious provocations. 
The Nazis and Italians have aided the Spanish rebels 
with men, munitions and strategic counsel since 
early in the war, despite pacts and pledges, and their 
vessels are said to have bombarded loyalist ports. 
The League’s timid response of last Saturday to 
Valencia’s protest against foreign interference may 
have been the last straw to some hot-headed loyalist 
flyer, or, indeed, to the Government itself. The im- 
pulsive decision may well have been that, since the 
League and the Non-Intervention Committee had 
failed, direct action against the invaders was the only 
remaining recourse. 

With this is coupled the fact that the German ship, 
and the Italian vessel bombed a few days before, 
were out of bounds in the Balearic Islands. That 
zone is designated for French craft. Vessels of the 
patrol, moreover, are required to remain 10 miles 
from Spanish ports. The ships’ presence in insurgent 
ports is a suspicious circumstance, to say the least. 
The attack on the Deutschland was not righted, 
however, by the murderous Nazi reprisal: bombard- 
ment of Almeria by five warships, which resulted in 
the killing of 30 persons, including women and chil- 
dren, and wholesale damage to the city. This was an 
act of war. The course legitimately open to Germany 
was protest through diplomatic channels, looking to 
neutral inquiry and award of reparations, if in order. 
This is the orderly and civilized method. The Unit- 
ed States did not begin bombarding homes of civil- 
ians after the destruction of the Maine, a far greater 
catastrophe than the bombing of the Deutschland. 
But negotiation is not the method of Fascism. 
After Hitler’s many warlike utterances, his exalta- 
tion of threats and force as a national policy, he 
would have lost face had he used diplomatic proced- 
ure, even though direct action threatened to plunge 
all Europe into war. A militarist cannot resist provo- 
cation to try out death-dealing equipment, so destruc- 
tion was rained upon Almeria. 

Despite the Nazi order, after the bombardment, 
that all loyalist planes or ships are to be fired upon 
if they make a threatening move, there is some re- 
assurance in Berlin’s statement that revenge is now 
complete and the incident is considered closed. Hit- 
ler, of course, does not dare venture too far in his 
reprisals. He is not ready to face the opponents— 
probably Russia, perhaps France and England—that 
might be roused to action if he began an open war 
on republican Spain. His military machine is inade- 
quate, and his propaganda machine might be incapa- 
ble of “selling” such a venture to the people. 

Most hopeful sign in this grave crisis is the co-op- 
eration of Britain and France in attempting to re- 
store calm. The two-great democracies, working to- 
gether, are a powerful force for peace. They pro- 
ceed judiciously by deploring the attack on the 
Deutschland, yet refusing to condone the wrecking 
of Almeria; by attempting to bring Germany and 
Italy back into the Non-Intervention Committee and 
warning Valencia to heed the rights of other na- 
tions’ shipping. 

It may even be that the establishment of neutral 
zones, now under consideration, will be a gain in 
the efforts to isolate the Spanish war. Certainly, this 
plan could not be less effective than the so-called 
embargo, for men and supplies have continued, since

Despite the loyalist flyers’ overt act, the present 
crisis is traceable to Fascist interference, which was 
responsible in large part for the war’s origin and for 
its continuance. On the power and prestige of the 
democracies rests the hope of preventing the Span- 
ish struggle from becoming another international 
cataclysm. 
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A HISTORIC SUPREME COURT TERM. 

The most important Supreme Court term since the 
launching of the New Deal, and by that token one of 
the three or four most historic terms in the century 
and a half of the court’s existence, came to an end 
yesterday. The session has been widely studied by 
students of constitutional law; as time passes and 
the implications of the more notable decisions are 
revealed in “the growth of the law,” to use Mr. Jus- 
tice Cardozo’s phrase, the October term, 1936, will 
stand out even more clearly as a momentous one. 

The term opened on the eve of a presidential. cam- 
paign, during which the: incumbent candidate for 
re-election avoided all discussion of the Supreme 
Court and the Constitution. This was notwithstand- 
ing the fact that such key administration measures 
as the N RA, the AA A and the Guffey-Snyder Coal 
Act had been invalidated. About half-way through 
the term, the court became the center of discussion as 
never before in its history. Ill-advised as was the 


the good purpose of arousing American citizens to 
the protection which the court gave to human rights. 
Theretofore, this protection had been taken pretty 
much for granted. The threat to pack the court 
started people thinking and set them on guard. 


during the spring months. The 1923 decision in the 
historic Adkins case, outlawing minimum-wage legis- 
lation for women and minors in the District of Co.- 
lumbia, was frankly reversed. This was in a ruling 
based on a case brought up in the State of Wash- 
ington after the New York statute had been declared 
unconstitutional on the last day of the 1935-36 term. 

The Wagner Labor Relations Act was sustained in 
five cases, the effect being to enlarge the meaning of

Federal old-age pension payments and Fed- 
eral unemployment insurance were upheld in cases 
which made use of the power of Congress to tax for 
the general welfare in a way not previously approved 
by the court.

Other 
far-reaching rulings could be cited. 
The term was also noteworthy in

cluded the first announcement of an intended de- 
parture from the Supreme Court in five and a half 
years. With the retirement of Mr. Justice Van De- 
vanter, effective today, the personnel of the famous 
Hughes court is broken and President Roosevelt has 
his first chance to make an appointment to the bench. 


Germany and Italy boil with indignation, the other | 
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THOSE RICH TAX-DODGERS. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s message on income tax evasion 
places in the public pillory “a minority of very rich 
individuals” who have gone to fantastic lengths to 
escape paying their share of the costs of government. 
Some of those who can best afford, out of their 
super-abundance of worldly goods, to meet the burden 
of taxation, have resorted to all sorts of shady de- 
vices, part of them clearly illegal, all of them clearly 
immoral, to cheat the Government. 

A reading of Secretary Morgenthau’s letter, quoted 
by Mr. Roosevelt, in which the types of evasion are 
listed and described, shows instances of shameless 
cunning. What is to be thought of rich men, over 
whom the Government extends its protection, who set 
up dummy personal holding companies in Canada, the 
Bahamas and other foreign lands, where taxes are low 
and corporation laws are lax? To one of these, a 
Canadian corporation, one American patriot trans- 
ferred more than $1,500,000 from dividends collected 
in the United States in 1936. 

It is perhaps an extreme type of evasion which 
causes Americans to send their domestically-created 
fortunes to foreign parts. But there are numerous 
others equally effective in reducing tax payments. 
The device of the domestic holding corporation, for 
example, by which one man set up some 96 companies 
scattered all over the Union to beat the Treasury.

It was this status quo 
which Italy had agreed not to upset. 

On the side of Germany’s preparation of 
intervention in Spain, documents seized in 
Barcelona after the July uprising tell an 
astonishing story of German espionage and 
of German alliance with the reactionary 
forces now harrying the country with war. 

In the earlier months of this year, there 
were indications of a decreased German 
activity and, perhaps, interest in Spain.

For although Ger- 
man planes, pilots and technicians are every- 
where seen, German divisions and other 
units have not' been encountered, as in the 
case of the Italians. The answer, which is 
supported .by captured German officers, 
would seem to be that these is a serious di- 
vision of opinion among insurgent Generals 
—indeed, a kind of Germany vs. Italy feud.

Franco, it appears, has ceased to work 
in harmony with the Germans and is play- 
ing ball with Italy, having launched the dis- 
astrous Guadalajara offensive at the in- 
stance of the Italians and against the ad- 
vice of the Germans. Mola, on the other 
hand, seems to be Germany’s man. This 
may account for the co-operation he has 
been receiving from the Germans in his 
Basque offensive. 

The Governmeygt morale and confidence, 
which took a decided slump after the fall 
of Malaga, have risen considerably, and 
there is a feeling that the darkest days are 
past. The militiamen have been put under 
unified military command, not without some 
difficulties. The Government’s - procedure 
has been one of defense and counter-attack, 
except on the Cordova front, where, in 
March and April, the Republican forces car- 
ried the war into the.enemy country.

The 
employed worker, and productive 
industry, must pay the ccest. 

If it is true that there is a con- 
siderable technological unemploy- 
ment in the country, then’ these 
laws cannot help but accelerate it, 
because they put a premium on 
employing men and give every ad- 
vantage to the machine. The Brit- 
ish law aims to guarantee a modest 
basic income to all workers in dis- 
tress, but the benefits in our act 
depend entirely on the wages pre- 
viously earned by an insured per- 
son and are largest for those least 
likely to need them. 

The huge numbers of existing un- 
employed are totally ignored, and 
cannot begin to become benefi- 
ciaries until they are re-employed 
in the industrial system.

Actually, the: security which the 
old-age system offers is precarious 
indeed. “An insured worker”’—to 
quote Mr. Epstein—“must average 
at least $100 a month uninterrupt- 
edly for 20 years to get a pension 
of $32.50 a month when he is 65 
years old. With sickness, 
and unemployment, most 
workers would not get such annu- 
ities unless they worked for 25 or 
30 years.” 

And although the act does not 
provide security for many years to 
come. it places an immediate back- 
breaking burden upon the workers, 
especially the younger and better- 
paid ones, precisely at the time 
when they ought to be founding 
homes for which they need their 
earnings. 

There is more than one danger 
inherent in the huge reserves con- 
templated under the old-age insur- 
ance plan, which is estimated to 
reach 47 billions in 1980! Possibly 
Congress may dissipate the funds 
for other purposes, since they are 
not earmarked, but that might con- 
ceivably be the lesser of several 
evils. 

The sum is 12 billion’ dollars 
above our present indebtednes 
and it may be invested only in Gov- 
ernment bonds. The effect on the 
national economy when all govern- 
mental bonds are withdrawn from 
the banks, insurance companies, 
trust funds and private investors 
can be imagined. There is a serious 
chance that all governmental debt 
and securities will be in one ac- 
count controlled by the Govern- 
ment itself. 

» * * 

The administration of the unem- 
ployment insurances, as the act 
stands, is incredibly cumbersome, 
complicated and expensive. 

“Instead of promoting adequacy 
of standards and uniformity, the 
act encourages a confusing variety 
of systems,” says Mr. Epstein. “In- 
deed, the act has already brought 

out a miscellany of 48 divergent 
state plans.” Actually, the  tax- 
credit plan for unemployment in- 
Surance was opposed from the start 
“i every single student of the prob- 
em. 

So much really constructive 
thinking and criticism, with such 
unanimity of conclusion, has been 
done on the Social Security Act by 
public-minded citizens and experts 
that there is really no excuse for 
not reforming it. Certainly it 
might be well to reform this act 
before rushing headlong into high- 
ly debatable wages and hours legis- 
lation. 

Above all, the Social Security Act 
might be reconsidered and _ re- 
formed before another billion and 
a half is voted for W P A. Because 
really intelligent and generous un- 
employment insurance laws would 
make much of the W P A activity 
unnecessary.

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PHARMACAL BILL HIT 
BY MEDICAL SOGIET 


“Objectionable Provisions Ag- 
gravate Evil,’ Resolution 
Says; Passed Unanimously. 


The St. Louis Medical Society 
adopted a resolution last night urg- 


ing elimination from the pending 
State pharmacal bill of provisions 
which would enable persons with a 
grade school education and 10 
years’ experience in a drug store to, 
obtain pharmacists’ licenses with- 
out examination. 

Those provisions have been as- 
sailed also by groups of pharma- 
cists and students of the St. Louis 
College of Pharmacy as dangerous 
to public welfare. A resolution has 
been introduced in the House of 
Representatives for an investigation 
of alleged irregularities in examina- 
tions conducted here last month by 
the State Board of Pharmacy. 

A public hearing on that resolu- 
tion, introduced by Representative 
Will L. Lindhorst, will be held in 
Jefferson City tonight by the House 
Committee on Public Health. 

The resolution of the medical so- 
ciety, adopted unanimously by 
about 40 members present, said 
the present pharmacal law, which 
permits issuance of pharmacists’ 
licenses to persons not graduates of 
recognized schools of pharmacy, 
was unsatisfactory for protection 
of public health and that the “ob- 
jectionable” provisions of the pend- 
ing bill aggravated the evil. 

Passage of that part of the bill 
which would require graduation 
from an accredited school of phar- 
macy was recommended. The res- 
olution said minimum requirements 
for licensing of pharmacists should 
be a high school education and 
graduation from an_ accredited 
school.

BOSTON, June 2.—Purchase of 
a five-century-old Italian master- 
piece, one of two paintings attrib- 
uted to the dominican monk Fra 
Carnevale, was announced yester- 
day by the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts.

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MAYOR SEEKS ACTION 
ON RIVERFRONT PLAN 


To Confer With Federal Offi- 
cials, Thinks Legal Ob- 
stacles Are Ended. 


A conference of Federal and city 
officials, to plan the beginning of 
work on the riverfront Jefferson 
Memorial project, will be held with- 
in a few days, Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today. The Mayor’s an- 
nouncement followed the refusal of 
the United States Supreme Court, 
yesterday, to review a decision of 
the District of Columbia Circuit 
Court of Appeals, favoring the Me- 
morial plan. 

The Mayor said he would try to 
convene the conference as soon Aas 
John L. Nagle, superintendent of 
the Memorial for the National Park 
service, returns from Washington. 
United States Attorney Harry C. 
Blanton, who will be in charge of 
condemnation proceedings to ac- 
quire the 37-block site of the Memo- 
rial, and City Counselor Edgar H. 
Wayman, will also be asked to at- 
tend the conference. 

Mayor Dickmann said he thought 
that the last legal obstacle to the 
progress of the work was removed 
by the Supreme Court’s ruling. He 
said he would try to learn whether 
a considerable part of the site 
might be obtained without the de- 
lay and expense of condemnation 
proceedings. He has understood, he 
said, that many owners would be 
willing to sel lat a figure near to 
the assessed valuation. If a part 
of the property could be acquired 
within a short time, the Mayor said 
he would propose that wrecking of 
the buildings, by W P A labor, 
should begin. 

Telegram to Roosevelt. 

A telegram, sent by the Mayor to 
President Roosevelt, invites the 
President to dedicate the Memorial 
site “some time this fall.” The 
Mayor’s original plan was tip begin 
work on the site within 30 days 
after the bond issue election of 
Sept. 10, 1935, but lawsuits institut- 
ed by opponents of the plan have 
caused one postponement of this 
plan after another. The President 
has allocated $6,750,000 Federal re- 
lief funds, and the city has set 
apart $2,250,000 for a $9,000,000 be- 
ginning on the $30,000,000 plan. 

Edmund M. Toland, attorney for 
37 St. Louis property owners ob- 
jecting to the plan, said yesterday 
that the opposition was still going 
ahead with its fight. He said that, 
as court decisions thus far have 
been on technical points, the op- 
position would try to get the plan 
before the courts on its merits. 
This may be done, he said, by a 
suit to be filed in St. Louis. He 
did not specify the form the suit 
would take. 

Supt. Nagle, commenting on the 
Supreme Court’s ruling yesterday 
in Washington, said the initial $9,- 
000,000 would be consumed largely 
in the cost of acquiring and clear- 
ing the site. Others have pointed 
this out previously. The Govern- 
ment is not committed to any fur- 
ther expenditure, and while the 
ciety’s $2,250,000 is only the lesser 
par tof a $7,500,000 bond issue, the 
city can expend further bond funds 
only on a basis of matching the 
Government, on a one-to-three ba- 
sis. 

No Explanation on Financing. 

Assessed value of the land was 
placed by Nagle at $5,500,000. To 
this must be added legal expenses 
and cost of wrecking and removing 
the buildings now on the site. The 
wrecking job, and possibly the work 
of leveling the site and seeding it 
with grass, will be the first chance 
for employing, W P A or other labor 
on the memorial plan. 

Nagle, who recently made a talk 
in St. Louis on the architectural 
possibilities of the memorial, but 
did not explain how the architec- 
tural plans would be financed, said 
yesterday that plans were in prog- 
ress, but that it had not been de- 
termined how the necessary funds 
would be provided. 

The technical point on which the 

case was decided in the District 
of Columbia courts was that the 
city of St. Louis had not been 
made a defendant in the injunc- 
tion proceedings instituted by the 
property owners. Attorney Toland 
said it might be possible to rein- 
state the injunction suit, naming 
the city as a defendant. 
The grang jury’s proposed inves- 
tigation of the wholesale frauds 
committed in the river-front bond 
issue election of 1935 now awaits 
the decision of the State Supreme 
Court in a pending case, Circuit 
Attorney Franklin Miller applied 
April 17 for a subpena for produc- 
tion of the ballot boxes of the bond 
election, to be opened by the grand 
jury. Circuit Judge Frank C. 
O'Malley refused to issue the sub- 
pena, taking the view that the law 
required the ballots to be burned 
One year after the election. 

The Circuit Attorney then applied 
to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
certiorari, to review the proceed- 
ing and decide the case on its mer- 
its. The Supreme Court has not 
announced its ruling. In a pre- 
vious case, after Judge John W. 
Joynt had refused to issue a sub- 
pena, the Supreme Court denied 
the prosecutor’s petition for a writ 
of mandamus against Judge Joynt.

The infan- 
tile paralysis victim endured the 
transfer from the Union Medical 
College Hospital to the Shanghai 
train without a murmur, 

Stricken on a world 
months ago, he faced the 
trying test on the voyage from 
Shanghai to San Francisco. The 
journey from Peiping to Chicago 
will cost about $50,000 and neces- 
sitate the attendance of more than 
20 physicians, nurses and techni- 
cians required to keep the “iron 
lung” in constant operation.

THEATER MEN DODGE 
MEETING WITH UNION 


Managers Had Asked Confer- 
ence on Sound Maintenance 
Situation. 


A conference of moving picture 
theater owners and union officials 


which had been called for yester- 
day to discuss the difficulty some 
theater owners are experiencing in 
obtaining maintenance service for 
their sound equipment failed to 
materialize when the theater own- 
ers devided not to attend the meet- 
ing, to whcih a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter had been invited. 

Because union projection opera- 
tors will not permit non-union 
sound engineers to enter projec- 
tion booths, the theater owners can 
now obtain sound equipment  in- 
stallation and maintenance only 
from the Co-Operative Sound Ser- 
vice Supply Co., which was estab- 
lished last August by Clyde Wes- 
ton, now business agent of the pro- 
jection operators’ union. The Co- 
Operative firm is the only one in 
St. Louis which employs union 
sound engineers. 

Also to be discussed at the can- 
celed meeting was the $15,000 de- 
fense fund raised by theater own- 
ers last September to combat the 
demand of projection operators for 
a pay increase of $10 a week. Wage 
negotiations in progress at the 
time the money was raised were 
concluded with a contract, as told 
yesterday in the Post-Dispatch, 
which left the basic pay of projec- 
tion operators substantially what 
it had been. 

Nick Alone in Office. 


The meeting which was to have 
been held yesterday was called by 
John P. Nick, first vice-president 
of the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employes, in his 
office at 4 South Eighth street. He 
had asked Fred Wehrenberg, pres- 
jdent of the Motion Picture Thea- 
ter Owners’ Association of Eastern 
Missouri and Southern Illinois, and 
members of the association’s Labor 
Committee, which raised the de- 
fense fund and hendled the con- 
tract negotiations last September, 
to be present. 

Nick was alone in the office, how- 
ever, when the reporter called at 
the appointed hour. He explained 
that Wehrenberg had informed him 
the theater owners would not be 
present because they “had said ev- 
erything they cared to say to the 
press and there was no use going 
over it again.” 

Weston, business agent for the 
Projection Operators’ Union, is no 
longer connected with the Co-opera- 
tive Sound Service Supply Co., 
which has its office at 3315 Olive 
street. He sold the business, he 
said, to Thomas J. Canavan, a 
member of the operators’ union, 
last January, before he became 
business agent. 


62 Theaters Signed Up. 


Canavan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter his firm had signed service 
contracts with the owners of 62 
theaters in St. Louis and the coun- 
ty. The minimunte contract price is 
$5 a week. 

The co-operative’s rate is not out 
of line with those charged by com- 
peting firms, at least one of which 
has a higher rate, but many thea- 
ter owners had previous commit- 
ments with competitors of the co- 
operative and wanted to observe 
them. 

For a time, nonunion employes of 
competing firms which had agreed 
to negotiate with the Sound En- 


make service calls and installations 
of sound equipment, but since last 
| April the ban on nonunion engi- 
neers has been absolute. 

Theater owners who have not 
signed contracts with the co-opera- 
tive for regular service have found 
difficulty in obtaining repair serv- 
ice from that firm—now the only 
one available—when emergency re- 
pairs are needed. 


Delay for Getting Equipment. 


Several who own airdomes ad- 
jacent to their theaters said they 
had been unable to get the sound 
equipment connected for the air- 
domes until they had signed annual 
service contracts. One theater own- 
er, telling of weeks of negotiations 
for connecting the sound equip- 
ment at ,Jjis airdome—a three-hour 
job—said the work was done at 
midnight on the day he finally 
agreed to sign a contract. 

Canavan’s explanation is that his 
employes are busy meeting the re- 
quirements of those theater owners 
who have signed annual contracts 
with his firm. 

The co-operative concern was es- 
tablished, Weston said, after con- 
ferences between the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployes and the employers of non- 
union sound engineers were unsuc- 
cessful in bringing about unioniza- 
tion of sound engineers. The union 
scale for these engineers, he said, 
is $110 a week. Non-union engineers 
employed by two of the larger com- 
petitors of the co-operative concern 
were said to receive about $75 a 
week. 


“Glad to Contribute.” 


Another theater owner who con- 
tributed to the $15,000 fund raised 
during wage negotiations with the 
operators’ union last fall told of his 
contribution today and _= said its 
purpose was “to fight the demand 
for an increase in wages.” 

“We were glad to contribute,” 
said the theater owner, who asked 
that his name be withheld, “because 
the $10-a-week increase the men 
were demanding would have cost 
each theater about $1000 a year, 
with two men in each projection 
booth.” ‘ 

He exhibited a check for $150, 
made payable to “Kaimann and 
Landau,” which he said represent- 
ed his contribution to the fund. 
The check, bearing a date of last

WAR CENTRAL ISSUE 
BEFORE PRESBYTERIAN 


One Minister Denies It 
Wrong to Defend Nation— 
Other Questions. 


Is 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., June 2. — War 
became a central issue before com- 
missioners of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of 
America today as they entered the 
final session of their 149th general 
assembly. 

These factors were involved: 

Efforts of a pacifist group to 
delete sanction of the war from the 
church confession of faith and 
larger catechism, despite failure of 


the 276 Presbyteries (district gov- 
erning bodies) to ratify a somewhat 
similar proposal in the last year; 

A request from Dr. Clarence E. 
MacArtney of Pittsburgh, a former 
moderator, that the assembly 
repudiate as “contrary to our stand- 
ards and contrary to the word of 
God, the teaching that it is wrong 
and unchristian to defend our na- 
tion”; 

For Aid to Madrid. 

A resolution from Dr. John A. 
MacCullum of Philadelphia which 
would have the church give its 
moral support and clothing and 
medicine to the loyalist government 
in the Spanish revolution, and 

A recommendation from the com- 
mittee on social welfare that the 
church deplore a provision by the 
United States Government “for the 
expenditure of more than one bil- 
lion dollars upon its military and 
naval establishments during the 
next fiscal year.” 


An overture. proposing deletion of 
the sanction of war came up for 
consideration yesterday when the 
assembly approved the major por- 
tion of an 8000-word report of the 
welfare committe, but prospects of 
warm and prolonged debate caused 
commissioners to postpone action. 

The committee, which approved 
the overture, also sought to put the 
assembly on record as protesting 
against compulsory military train- 
ing in a section up for approval to- 
day. 

On Liquor Industry. 


A blast at the liquor industry 
was delivered in that part of the 
committee report adopted by the 
assembly. 

After describing total abstinence 
from alcoholic beverages as “the 
highest Christian ideal,” the com- 
mittee recommended for the liquor 
industry the “most restrictive legis- 
lation which is in keeping with 
public sentiment” and asserted it 
believed whisky interests should be 
denied all advertising privileges 
and excluded from the mails, the 
radio and the press. 

Apparently referring to strikes, it 
remarked: 

“The time has come . . . when 
public or private war as a means 


of settling disputes must be re- 
garded as a relic of barbarism. If 
the men of industry can not settle 
their own disputes, society must 
settle them through the use of in- 
strumentalities set up for that pur- 
pose.” 

Other committee actions which 
the Assembly approved included: 

Urged churches to educate young 
people in preparation for mar- 
riage, home-making and  parent- | 
hood. | 

Marriage Health Tests. 


Advoeated laws requiring cer- | 
tificates of physical and mental | 
fitness tor marrtage. | 

Commended enlightenment of the | 
public on venereal diseases and ef- | 
forts to exterminate them, and — 
said their prevalence was due part- | 
ly to a natural timidity “which in | 
the interest of truth, health and 
the wholesome development of our | 
young people must be overcome.” | 

Recommended that churches and | 
educational institutions 


sponsor | 
“sound sex instruction” for young 
people. 

Urged eradication of 
shows. 

Endorsed a proposed 
anti-lynching act. 

Warned against “the insidious 
spread of gambling through motion 
picture “bank nights” and lotteries 
for charitable purposes.” 

Expressed belief that there is 
need for a major effort to elimin- 
ate slums and construct adequate, 
low-priced dwellings. 

It decided to take no action on an 
overture criticising the President’s 
birthday balls because they induce 
young people to dance, a form of 
amusement to which many Presby 
terians object. 

It expressed gratification at “prog- 
ress toward an adequate co-opera- 
tion of.all to protect workers 
against unemployment and destitu- 
tion in old age.” 

Indorsement of the proposed 
child labor amendment was re- 
peated despite much opposition. 

Turning to labor and industry, 
the committee asserted the prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining “has 
for many years been accepted as 
one of the principles of our church 
for the more effective solution of 
labor problems.”

Determined that he would not let 
declarer “put over a fast one,” East 
banged down the heart ace and, 
with a leer at declarer, shifted to 
the club king. Declarer laughed 
openly as he won with the ace, 
drew trumps, and discarded a los- 
ing club on a good heart in dum- 
my.

More- 
over, they will be quite right to 
scoff at Hast, because it is true that 
he should not have been so gulli- 
ble.

They Should Be as Much a Part of 
Room's General Plan as Rug on Floor 
—Arranging Them an Ancient Art.

OU can’t poke a bunch of flow- 
Y ers in a vase of water and let 

it go at that. Not if you want 
your flowers to be decorative as- 
sets to the design of a room you 
are planning with such tenderness 
and care. 

For flower arranging is an an- 
cient art, one that real gardeners 
take as seriously as they do the 
question of soil and seedlings. In 
Japan, flower arranging is a lot 
more important to a girl’s educa- 
tion than math or history, 
you can spend years studying it 
... in fact there it takes years 
to acquire real proficiency, for the 
subject is so involved with symbol- 
ism and skill in shaping stems and 
branches. 

But don’t worry, we're not advo- 
cating that you go after a Ph. D. 
in flower arranging, or anything 
like that. We just mean that every 
lady should learn to arrange flow- 
ers with charm as a part of her 
effort to make her home as beau- 
tiful as she can. Because fresh 
flowers from a garden aren’t a 
matter of a big income. They’re 
the result of loving work. So all 
of us can have flowers if we want 
them. 

Whether you grow your own or 
buy them, plan to have certain 
colored flowers to complete cer- 
tain rooms. They should be as 
much a part of the color scheme 
as the rug. Maybe you'll want to 
go toward the lavender-to-purple 
tones in your floral accents _ if 
you've used dusty pink, turquoise 
and beige elsewhere in the room. 
Or if you have rust, green and 
gold for your color scheme, the 
yellow-pink flowers and the new 
copper colored flowers would be 


charming. For a room in Williams- 
burg blue and old wine tones, dra-

But 
you'll want your regular’ color 
scheme flowers fixed and holding 
their share of the decorative plan

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should be placed with an eye for 
the design of the room. 

In winter, when cut flowers are 
not so plentiful, substitute plants 
and potted flowers. If the places 
you want them aren’t sunny, you’d 
better have a selection to rotate 
from their “growing’ window to 
their spot in the decorative scheme. 
Greenery such as laurel, huckle- 
berry leaves and ivy is usually 
available, and there are always 
evergreen branches, too. 


It’s fun to plan unusual and in- 
teresting places for flowers. Those 
glass top tables with places for 
flowers in the bases are nice, so 
are tables with plant holders set 
right into the top sections. Many 
window stands for flowers are now 
available in excellent design, and 
not infrequently we see _ ledges 
along mantels with concealed con- 
tainers for flowers to stand the 
entire length of the mantel. Con- 
cealed illumination from above 
adds extra interest to an arrange- 
ment like this. Often tiers of 
shelves in china cupboard or book- 
case are made double interesting 
by the use of greenery and flow- 
ers in rather stiff formal arrange- 
ments. Glass shelves and wall 
brackets for flowers are decorative 
and delightful, too. 

The first thing to think of in 
planning flowers for a room is the 
place they’re to occupy. Don’t put 
a huge vase of tall imposing flow- 
ers on a little table in a crowded 
corner. Nor is it effective to de- 
pend on a tiny vase of valley lilies 
as the centerpiece of an imposing 
mantel, and you can’t put tall 
flowers on a mantel either. Con- 
sider not only the general size of 
the space available with relation to 
the flowers that should go there, 
but think also of the shape and 
mood of the bouquet and how it 
will harmonize. A delicate slender 
arrangement with height naturally 
can go places that a wider more 
luxurious arrangement of the same 
height could not and vice versa. 

Sometimes you will need a feel- 
ing of weight and importance in a 
flower piece where no height is 
needed. Decide whether the spot 
needs a flower arrangement that 
stresses line or mass. 

a ” * 
ALANCE should be achieved by 
Biceing that the blooms on either 
side of the central focal point 
of an arrangement should seem to 
be of about the same weight. Not 
in pounds. The weight in flowers 
depends first on color—the dark 
j; ones give a heavier impression,

therefore should usually be low or 
toward the center of the arrange- 
ment. And the ones that are high 
and spreading carry more weight 
than those that are low and cling- 
ing, therefore the longest stem 
should often have its highest point 
above the center of the vase. This 
does not mean that the arrange- 
ment need be absolutely symmetri- 
cal. That’s usually the easiest way 
to get balance, but not the most 
interesting. A triangular shape is 


often the most effective outline. 


Keep in mind the fact that the 
pleasing outline of the empty 
spaces in an arrangement stressing 
line is just as important as the 
shape of the branches and stems. 
And this is.attained by placement 
of the main stems rather than by 
filling in awkward gaps with in- 
discriminate foliage. Don’t rely on 
ferns to cover awkward gaps, in- 
stead make the gaps, as graceful 
in themselves as the§stems. The 
selection of the main stems and 
branches becomes the matter of 
first consideration. A curving line 
or an unusual shape can give fas- 
cinating design to the entire ar- 
rangement. On the other hand 
there are bouquets that are lovelier 
for being full and luxuriant look- 
ing. These stress mass. In either 
case the focal point of the arrange- 
ment, where stems come together, 
should be just above water level 
or top of container. But don’t have 
the main stems cross. 

In combining flowers, you'll find 
that certain varieties aren’t good to- 
gether, while others gre lovely. One 
interesting way for the beginner is 
to copy arrangements in flower 
paintings. The old Dutch florals 
are the most intricate and dramatic 
of course, and there are exquisite 
modern flower paintings that have 
a simple charm in their arrange- 
ments. 

Certain flowers contribute mostly 
color to an arrangement, others 
have grace of form and shape to 
offer. And some have both. As 
a rule there aren’t any rules for 
what to use when and where and 
with what, except not to contrast 
heavy with dainty flowers or pas- 
tels with overwhelming vehement 
colors. Nature plays pleasant 
tricks with growing things and 
many a flower that ordinarily 
doesn’t mix well with others may 
co-operate unexpectedly in some- 
thing perfectly lovely, while flowers 
that ordinarily can’t stand alone 
may blossom forth in such pro- 
fusion that they’re lovely by them- 
However, calla _iilies, 
gladioli, chrysanthemums, mag- 
nolias, hydrangeas, camelias, gar- 
denias, sweet peas, geraniums, pan- 
sites, iris and the large lilies are 
usually considered better alone. 
Roses, carnations, valley lilies and 
violets are friendly and versatile 
and can be used alone or in com- 
bination with equal poise. The 
flowers that nearly always need 
other flowers with them for best 
effect are the spike flowers such 
as delphinium, lupinus, hollyhock, 
stock and sometimes gladioli, and 
many of the incidental flowers that 
grow in an old-fashioned garden. 
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OST of us live in rooms that are 
[Mf eeither this, that or the other 

period, bu ta beloved and gra- 
cious blending of various stages and 
influenced in our lives. So we are 
lucky in that we can use our imag- 
inations and create flower arrange- 
ments that have individuality and 
express the personality of our own 
homes, rather than the restrictions 
of a period. It’s especially fun for 
a lady with a “hand” at arranging 
to break the rules and experiment 
with novel ensembles. A flat long 
tole container or an oblong fish 
bowl can be used for tall straight 
flowers—regiment them in a garden 
formation as if they were growing 
in a very even row. Or take carna- 
tions, cut the stems short and mass 
them in a low container so that they 
look like a single enormous blos- 
som. Two or three similar con- 
tainers like this with different col- 
ors can look like a bouquet of single 
big flowers. We're always harping 
on the stunning effects to be had 
by using your pitchers, tea pots and 
punch bowl for flower arrange- 
ments. Chinese tea cups (without 
handles) are sweet to use for nose- 
gays of tiny flowers, with or without 
frills from lace paper napkins. 
Sometimes pretty perfume bottles 
are graceful with unexpected 
branches.

1 
don’t want to belittle immaculate 
housekeeping. Goodness knows, my 
business depends on promoting 
home ownership, home building and 
improvement. That constructive 
phase of my work is its most satis- 
fying feature. I am tremendously 
interested in the psychology of 
home owning, equipment and im- 
provement. But I do not think me- 
chanical perfection in a house and 
methodical precision of housekeep- 
ing necessarily mean happiness in 
a home. A home is created by the 
spirit of the family within it, not 
by the machine-like way in which 
it is run. 


“A husband who is in business 
himself can appreciate the demands 
made upon a wife in business and 
is inclined to understand and for- 
give lapses in household schedules, 
Children, where either the father or 
mother comes home exhausted from 
efforts to provide better advantages 
for them, owe their parents affec- 
tionate solicitude. Making a few 
allowances won’t hurt them. Only 
makes them less selfish, more self- 
reliant. And husbands—I know back 
in the high, wide and handseme 
days before 1929, when he was do- 
ing it all himself, my husband could 
get very cocky, demanding and cri- 
tical.

The Discovery 
Of Vitamin E 


And Its Value 


Experiments by Professor In- 
dicated It Is Vital to Re 


production.

R. BARNETT SURE, who is 
[)pretessor of agricultural chem- 

istry at the University of Ar- 
kansas, and who was the inde- 
pendent discoverer of Vitamin E, 
has written a book called “The Lit- 
tle Things in Life,” in which he 
discusses such things as vitamins, 
minerals and the ductless glands. 
Since he worked so much on Vita- 
min E, which is not very’ well 
known to my readers, let us turn to 
what he says on the subject. 


In 1919, while he was engaged 
in studies with rats on the nutri- 
trinol value of milk proteins, he 
noticed that on a diet which had 
about 10 per cent of total milk 
proteins, good growth was obtained, 
but female rats, although they gave 
birth to healthy young, failed to 
rear them. It was thought that all 
the known vitamins were amply 
provided for in this ration and also 
all the mineral elements. The diet 
was changed back and forth sev- 
eral times without improving the 
situation. In other words, a diet 
which was complete in protein, car- 
-bohydrates and fat, and all known 
minerals and Vitamins A, B, C and 
D, still. was lacking in some sub- 
stance which had to do with fertil- 
ity in the male and this curious in- 
ability of the female to rear her 
brood. 


Search was made through many 
food articles to find what this could 
be. Finally, in 1922, it was learned 
that the addition of a plant mate- 
rial from a single source, such as 
the Georgia velvet bean pod meal, 
rice, corn or oats, always resulted 
in fertility. 


N THESE foods and in many 
| otners, this substance, which has 

been called Vitamin E, occurs 
apparently in two forms—one ele- 
ment which is essential for fertil- 
ity, and the other which is indis- 
pensable for milk secretion. It is 
known that on diets deficient in 
Vitamin E the females may be- 
come pregnant and the embryos 
apparently develop naturally to the 
fifth day. They may even develop 
until the fifteenth day, but ulti 
mately they die and are ahsorbed 
by the mother. To show how pow- 
erful and specific the action of the 
vitamin is, if it is added to the diet 
on the fifth day, the mother will 
produce a healthy litter. 


Among the vegetable and fruit 
oils in which Vitamin E is found 
are wheat germ oil, cottonseed oil,

HE owner of a paint factory sat 
Tin his office dictating letters. 

Suddenly his words began to 
sputter, and his letter became in- 
coherent, to the amazement of his 
secretary. 

Disgusted, he picked up his hat, 
walked out of his office, and did 
not return. His name was. Sher- 
wood Anderson, and ever since he 
has been telling us in some of the 
best stories in our language, what 
happened to him in that hour of 
self-discovery.

All of the nine defendants, five 
plastering contractors and four la- 
bor, leaders, were found not guilty 
of conspiring to defraud the United 
States on P W A contracts, by a 
jury in a verdict returned late this 
afternoon in United States District 


Court. 
Announcement that a verdict had 


been reached was made at 3:15 
o'clock, after members of the jury 
had deliberated nearly five and 


one-half hours. 

The defendants acquitted were: 

Peter Anderson, president of the 
P. Anderson Plastering Co,, Wain- 
right building, former Republican 
City Committeeman from the First 
Ward. 

Harry Niehaus, plastering con- 
tractor with offices at 317 North 
Eleventh street, president of the 
contractors’ organization. 

Frank B. Rowan, head of P. 
Rowan & Sons, Chemical Building, 
secretary of the Contractors’ As- 
sociation. | 

George F. Robertson Jr., owner 
of the plastering company bear- 
ing his name at 3829 West Pine 
boulevard. 

John F. Carroll, secretary of 
John W. Rowan Plastering Co., 
Victoria Building. : 

Vincent Lee, member of the plas- 
terers’ labor union and inspector 
for the Contracting Plasterers’ As- 
sociation. 

Irving Lee, brother of Vincent, 
Member of the sam union.

By its verdict, the jury found that 
the Government failea to sub- 
stantiate ccharges that the United 
States was defrauded and its activi- 
ties impaired and obstructed by the 
defendants on four jobs, partly 
financed by PWA funds. They 
were the Municipal Auditorium 
arena, the Nurses’ Home and South 
Ward at Homer G. Phillips City 
Hospital for Negroes, and the Pat- 
tonville (St. Louis County) School.
